We understand that some of the Federal 
officials here were considerably exercised by 
an editorial which in the Herald of 
yesterday on the subject of the Euforcement 
Act. One of these gentry is said to have re- 
marked that it “aa be used against the De- 
mocracy as an evidence of the rebellious feel- 
ing in the South.

Another inquired of us if we meant to ad- 
vise resistance to the Enforcement Act. 
NOT AT ALL. Wesaid that it ought w 
be resisted, and if the Southern people had 
the power to resist i we would urge them to 
do so regardless of consequences. 
ance to tyranny is obedience to God,” and 
this Enforcement Act is tyranny, pure, sim- 
ple and unadulterated. 

It will be observed that it is deliberately de- 
clared in this explanation that the Euforce- 
ment Act “ought to be resisted, and if the 
Southern people had the power to resist tt, we 
(the Herald) would urge them to do so regard- 
less of consequences.” In other words, while 
the Herald did not mean to advise resistance, 
it was simply because the power was lacking.
